DISTRICT NO. 1. 


~ Pru. Committee, Charles May. | | 
» ’Teacher, Miss Mary E. Russell. Summer Term, 9 weeks., Win- 
ter Term, 11 weeks. An excellent school, improvement marked 
‘and thorough. Discipline decided but not severe. If every Pruden- 
tial Committee could obtain through the summer and retain 
throughout the year such teachers as Miss Russell few failures 
would occur. | , 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


qt Committee, Robert Dawson. : 
__ Teacher, Miss Hattie E. fowler, Summer Term. Winter Term, 
Miss Sarah A. Brown, of Temple. A very successful year.— 
The summer term consisted for the most part of young pupils.— 
‘Much attention was given therefore to gencral oral exercises, and 
every day brought to the pupils,some new item of knowledge, 
A little more system in classing the pupils, and order in and 
about the school-room would have improved if possible a very 
‘excellent school. The winter term was under the instruction of 
an experienced teacher and made up of more mature pupils than 
the summer. ‘The instruction was. solid and substantial; the im- 
provement less apparent than real. Karnestness and thorough- 
ness both of teacher and pupils gave to this term very great profit 
+ gt success, A very small amount expended in judicious repairs 
has very greatly improved the appearance and convenience of 
their BiGeAbeen. | | 
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DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Pru. Committee, Samuel Kimball. ° 

The school in this District has been almost an entire failure. Miss 
S. Josie Page, of New Ipswich, commenced the summer term, and 
from the appearance of the school on the first visit difficulty was 
apprehended. From her health or other causes the school was 
frequently interrupted, so that your Committee on attempting a 
second visit at two different periods was unable to find the school 
in session. At the end of the seventh week the Prudential Com- 
mittee very wisely decided to expend no more of the money for a 
summer term. A day was appointed for examination, and the 
exercises evinced considerable progress but unfortunately in the 
wrong direction. 

The Winter Term was commenced by Miss Lucretia Rideout of 
Mont Vernon. On the first visit the school appeared very well, 
and it was hoped from the ambition of the older pupils, as well 
as the apparent devotion of Miss Rideout to her work, the term 
would be successful. But towards the close considerable dissat- 
isfation was expressed by some of the citizens of the District with 
the order maintained by Miss Rideout. ‘Two visits made during 
‘the ninth week showed very commendable progress, and while 
present very little was seen to indicate demoralization. From all 
seen in connection with the school it appeared more than a medium 
school, but Miss Rideout learning the dissatisfaction existing of 
‘her own accord closed the school. The teacher was not so posi- 
tive in her requirements or systematic in her teaching as desirable. 
Yet had it not been for one or two unfavorable circumstances the 
‘term probably would have been successful. A few visits and 
words of encouragement from the parents at the commencement 

of the term would have been beneficial. After a vacation of one 

week Miss Abbie E. Crosby, of Milford, took charge of the school 
and for four weeks showed how much may be done in this Dis- 
trict by a superior teacher with the cooperation of parents and 
-pupils. 

The failure of this District is regretted the more from the fact, 
‘that on the first visit of the year the scholars appeared to have 
been taught in terms past more thoroughly than any other Dis- 
trict in town. And during the year the efforts of the scholars have 
deserved greater success than they achieved till the short term 
of Miss Crosby. | , 


DISTRICT NO. 4.—E. i enlate pi 


Pru. Committee, Samuel Woodman. 

Grammar school taught during the year by Miss M. E. Hale, 
of New Ipswich. A successful year. The only failure was in 
order toward the close of the last term; yet this did not prevent 
the ee of the school. 
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Very commendable advancement was made and the teacher 
proved herself capable of instructing a very large and very hard 
school. ‘Too large and too hard in winter for any female to teach 
yet until the District can afford to employ a male teacher the 
whole year, the plan of Mr. Woodman to employ the same teacher 
during successive terms is much preferable to an uncertain change. 

Intermediate school taught by Miss Fannie A. Hopkins. A 
very successful year. Her thorough acquaintance with the school 
and great excellence as a teacher made her department in every 
respect successful. 


PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. 


Taught by Miss Martha A. Putnam. Her task was a difficult 
one. ‘Fo care properly for the little bodies, and feed the little 
minds, and keep cheerful, soft and loving the little hearts is work 
fitting an angel’s hand, and that from which mortals well may 
shrink, to which men never and women too seldom are suited.—The — 
qualifications and characteristics of a successful Primary teacher 
Miss Putnam possesses to a very superior degree, and in every 
respect her school was a model. Kindness with no lack of dignity 
on. the part of the teacher, perfect order without wearisome re- 
straint on the part of the scholars, variety with no loss of essen- 
tial matter in instruction all combined to make her school-room 
pleasant to pupils, and interesting to visitors. Her literary qual- 
ifications and skill in teaching are sufficient for a much_ higher 
grade of schools, but this District will suffer a loss many cannot. 
balance when she leaves the Primary Department. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Pru. Committee, Samuel Goldsmith. 

Summer term taught by-Miss Alma Moore. On the 6th week 
the school closed without examination on account of the sickness 
of the teacher. No schoo] promised more than this at the com- 
mencement, or closed to the greater regret of parents and pupils. 

Winter term. Miss Emily H. Abbott. A very pleasant and 
successful term. ‘Teacher earnest and faithful; pupils ambitious. 
and thorough; improvement great and substantial. Few schools. 
are taught principles more than has this been during the past 
year. The improvement in the school house has given to this 
District a school-room in pleasantness and convenience second 
only to No. 9in town. Its Library and apparatus surpass all - 
others combined. This District has much to be thankful for in 
the history and wisdom of the Fathers gone, the harmony of its 
present population and the interest manifested by those who lave 
gone out fromit. A valuable clock placed in it during the present 
year, was the gift of one of its absent sons, Edward H. Spalding, 
Esq., of Nashua.

‘Summer Trerm.—Teacher, Miss Sarah A. French. <A very pro- 
fitable school. Miss French only requires experience and confi- 
dence in herself to become a most successful teacher. 

Winter term taught by Mr. William Converse, of Marlborough. 
A successful term. Mr. Converse had no experience in teaching 
before the present winter. His method of instruction and man- 
ner of discipline were very unlike those to which the pupils in this 
District were accustomed. His labors were successful and very 
great advancement was made by the pupils. In real substantial 
progress this term compares favorably with any in town. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Pru. Committee, David Shedd. | 

There were ten weeks of school in this District. Most unfor- 
tunately taught by different teachers. First term of five weeks, 
taught by Miss Josie R. Hovey, of Peterborough, was very suc- 
cessful. ‘Though her first term of teaching she succeeded admira- 
bly and had her services been retained through the year great 
improvement would have resulted. Winter term five weeks taught 
by Miss Hannah A. Foster of Temple. An experienced and excel- 
lent teacher, as much improvement was manifest as could be ex- 
pected from so short aterm. <A change of teachers in such a 
District as this is suicidal. 
This is the only.District in which the Prudential Committee 
failed to notify your Committee of commencement and end of 
terms as required by Law. 


In addition to this general Report few suggestions are deemed 
necessary. It is with great pleasure that you are congratulated 
on a successful year. 

It is a source of satisfaction to all interested that the money 
appropriated for the education of our youth has been so judici- 
ously expended, that but one positively worthless teacher has 
been connected with the schools, and not more than two or three 
that were not of marked excellence. 

As a class the teachers employed during the year have been 
worthy of the position they have occupied, and have shown that 


e 
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the Prudential Committees realized the importance of care on they” 
part in the selection of teachers. More depends upon them than 
the Superintendent. He judges principally of scholarship, but 
many a first class scholar ranks very low as a teacher, and the 
Prudential Committee with greater care than he selects the clerk, 
or a laborer to attend to his own business, should study the abili- 
ty, general appearance, in short, the manhood or womanhood of 
the one employed to instruct in our common schools—and after 
employing a teacher, and starting the school no conscientious 
Committee, will think his work done but will watch for the pro- 
gress of the pupils and the success of the teacher. In this. re- 
spect some of the Committee have been very efficient and judici- 
ous. ‘The Committee in No. 4, especially should be mentioned 
in this connection—frequently meeting the scholars. and teachers, 
though never officious or interfering, he has shown the power of 
a single word fitly spoken in encouraging, restraining, urging 
forward. Sea | 


Your school-rooms now are very conyenient and comfortable. 
Every one of them is systematically ventilated, although in some 
there is need of improvement in this respect. 


During the year a new school-house has been built in No. 4. 
only one room of which has been finished and oceupied—but ap- 
pearances indicate that during the next year the other room will 
be required to accommodate the increasing numbers of this village 
District. The remodeling of the house in No. 5 is an example 
worthy the imitation by all districts in which the frameof an old 
house will allow such change. A,better room is obtained for 
three or four hundred dollars, then can be obtained by building 
at three or four times the cost. 


The system of education is perhaps all that we can make it 
while the remuneration of teachers is less than that of the most 
uneducated class of laborers. Few follow it as a profession, and 
while our State affords no opportunity for teachers to fit them- 
selves for teaching, we labor at great disadvantage. Give the 
teachers employed during the last year one term only at a first 
class Normal School and the result of their labers would have 
been fifty per cent. greater. There seemed to be at the com- 
mencement of the year‘a very marked defect in knowledge of ele- 
mentary principles. In but one school could the scholars give the 
names of the usual marks of punctuation on the first visit. In 
none could they form a correct answer to the question, “What is 
the difference between a vowel and a consonant.” 


But one seemed to possess any idea of the general prindiples of 
Geography. Grammarhad apparently received very little atten- 
tion. ‘To these elementary pvinciples it has been attempted to 
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«tirect the attention of teachers and pupils, and in every District 
the improvement in these has been very manifest. 

Another important part of education is that which gives self- 
possession to the pupil, and enables him to tell what he knows 
in a proper manner. To accomplish this considerable attention 
has been given to Rhetorical Exercises. Scholars have in gener- 
al been requested to declaim several times during the term, and 
at the close of the village school the three Departments united in 
giving a very creditable exhibition for which no preparation was 
made excepting the rehearsal of parts performed in the regular 
rhetorical exercises of the school. At the close of all the schools 
-several Districts united in giving an Exhibition at Citizen Hall, 
wwhich while it sought first to improve the scholars gave great 
interest to the citizens. ‘The importance of these exercises cannot 
-be over-estimated. While we rejoice in the blessing that is ours 
in our common schools, let us not conclude that nothing remains 
stillto be done. This town should have a High School of a very 
high grade open to all. Till this is the case many minds will be 
stunted for want of the proper means of development. For this 
every friend of progress should labor, but, while laboring forthis, 
let us not forget the system at hand, but by increasing our ap- 
propriations increase the present blessing. 

One remark is ventured on the time ef commencing and closing 
schools. ‘This year the summer term commenced too early; at 
one time four were interrupted by the illness of the teacher, 
and the Primary department of No. 4 was very much injured by 
sickness of the pupils. 

The 10th of May was early enough, this year for any school 
to commence. 

No winter term should be in session after the 15th of Febru- 
ary, if you would have the Report of the schools ready for dis- 
tribution at the Annual March meeting.
